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THE TARIFF TANGLE 


WITH a Republican President, a Demo- 


cratic House, a Senate Republican by a 
bare majority, and both parties split side- 
ways, lengthwise and diagonally on tariff 
questions, the situation at Washington cer- 
tainly is complicated, and a regular "battle 
royal" may be expected before the special 
session finally adjourns with or without 
as remains to be seen 
having accom- 


plished anything praiseworthy in the shape 
of tariff amendment 


In his determined fight for adoption of 


the Canadian reciprocity agreement Presi- 
dent Tatt has had the almost solid support 
of the Democrats in Congress, and the 
failure of the measure to pass at the last 
bession was due entirely to Republican op- 
position in the Senate, the House having 
indorsed the bill -on substantially a party 
vote. The struggle is being waged along 
the same lines now, with thePresident hav- 
ing the added advantage of a few more 
Democratic Senators on whom he can ap- 
parently count for support, as well as the 
influence of a constantly strengthening na- 
tional public sentiment in favor of the pro- 
posed legislation.

action and advised him to take no active part in 
primary. 
He was sore, and I did not se^ him 


around the polls Only to vote during thf election. 
There -was an opposition ticket put up b> and in the 
interest of some candidates for countv 
offices, 


known as (be court house ticket, as all the voters 
named were employes of the El Paso county court 
house. Among them was Mr. Floyd Xcff, who v.as 
p&rtic'ifarly active in bringing voters to the polls 
regardless of their partv or politics I did not spend 
much of the time at the polls, but I saw two wom- 
en refuse to vote after being brought there, when 
the Judges told them the truth, that only those sup- 
porting the Republican partj were entitled to vote 


\Vhcn the ballot was counted (it •was Z to 1 in 


favor of the insurgent or progressive ticket) two or 
thre» ballots had the name of the city employe

The famous French Bastlle, like the 


English tower of London, uas bunt 
both for the purpose of a prison and as 
a sort of citadel for the defense of the 
city. It was started by Charles V who 
designed it to defend Paris against the 
English, ana it was completed In "U83 
It was of great strength, and -when it 
accomplished its defensive purposes. 
it was converted into a state prl«on, 
and became the scene of deplorable suf- 
fering ar»d frightful crimes 


Prisoners were confined tn the Bas- 


tile by the authoiities of "lettres de 
cachet" that it, letters of arrest, writ- 
ten in the kings name, with blanks 
for the names of individuals, which 
were to be filled up bv the ministers, 
who possessed these letters 
Head^ of 


families 
among 
the 
nobilitv, 
who 


v\ished to confine am unworthy mem* 
ber of the family, claimed the privi- 
lege of confinement by a ' lettrc de 
cachet 
and this privilege was next 


claimed by the ministers of govern- 
ment, to be used for the punishment 
of refractory servants and others. 
] 


From this freedom of use it win eas- 


ily be conjectured that U was not long 
before unprmcipaled ministers abused 
this right by Imprisoning worthy per- 
son?, who. in the actual discharge of 
their duties, had incurred the displeaB- 
ifre of men of pow er by thw arting their 
interests 
' 


In fact, the use of "lettres de cach- 


et' was the mainstay of despotism, and 
used not merely by the throne, but by 
many of its satellite? 
Men were im- 


prisoned for offenses too trifling to he 
registered, and remained 30 or 40 years 
in the Bastlle, or even till death, with- 
out any examination into thq charges: 
on which they were confined. 


At the commencement of the French 


revolution, the attention of the people 
w as called to its enormity. 
In July. 


1798, 
they assembled in force ^and at- 


tacked the bastile. which surrendered 
after a few hours. The governor and 
other officers were murdered. 
The 


prisoners were feasted In Paris, and the 
tmlldinp was completely demolished 
The most notable of the prisoners con- 
fined here for a number of years, wii 
the mysterious "Man With the Iron 
Mask." 


This grim old fortress, which was 


connected with 
the despotism 
and 


cruelty of the falling French monarshy, 
was destroyed on July U, 1789, after 
it had stood for more than 400 years 
Much heroism was shown by the mul- 
titude in their attack, for the defend- 
ers did not readily submit 
When they 


did so. Lamartlne says, "it was then 
that the mvsterles of this state prison 
were unveiled—Its bolui 
broken—Its 


iron doors burst open—Its dungeons 
and subterranean cells penetrated— 
from the gates of the tower to their 
'very deepest 
foundations and their 


summits. 


"The irofl rings and their chains, 


rusting in their strong masonry, were 
pointed out, from which the victims 
were never released, except to be tor- 
tured, to be executed, or to die. On 
these walls they read the names of 
prisoners, the dates of their confine- 
ment, their griefs and their prayers- 
miserable men. who had left behind 
onlv those poor memorials In their 
dungeons to attest their prolonged 
existence and their innocence.
